The improvement in Sweet Peas the past few 
years has been marvellous and the good work stead- 
ily goes on, and at the same time, with this im- 
provement, the price is coming down, so that the very 
finest sorts are now within the reach of every one. 
The seed should be sown as early as the ground can be 
worked in the spring, to enable the vines to get a good 
strong growth before the warm weathercomes. Pre- 
pare the ground by thoroughly working in a large 
quantity of well-rotted manure.
